In no proper sense are tho Mormon 


citizens ot 
the United Stated outitliid

Holding as they 
do that ihoir allegiance to the church id 
paramount to all other authority, aod 
being aliens both by birth and by choice, 
they have no sympathy and patriotism in 
common with the civilized inhabitants of 
the other states and territories. Thoy

On 
tho fourth of last July the Mormons burg 
all their stars and etnpes at half-mast' 
and one Confederate major who bad won 
his title iu a Virginia regiment, said that 
he had spent tour years trying to haul 
that flag down, but now he proposed to 
spend whatever time was necessary to 
haul it up.

It has received Crom tho people of tho 


state generous treatment and it has re- 
sponded to that treatment by a faithful 
observance of its duties and obligations, 
1'he career of this company demonstrates 
that it is sound policy to cousidei the 
interests oC the public as equal with, if 
not paramount to tho interests of tho 


the'clear aad expressive language of 
Chief Justice Hortpn, of this state,in 
his recent able opinion iu the Fletcher 
ease: "Itailroads, as all know, are things 
of growth.

Theso oen 
lines were projected to meet tho demands 
of traflio m various portions of the stall 
and were based upon, as stated in tlu 
circular, "tho rapid growth of the state o 
Kansas din mg tho last two years." Tht 
uubscriptions were promptly made, th 
work is already iu progress, and within 
the nest twelve months much tenitory 
ihat has heretofore boeu witboutladequato 
railroad facilities will rocoivo'thom; tho 
present lines will be strengthened and 
mproved,;and I trust that both tho public 
and the company will feel the beneficial 
effects of the directors action in this 
respect. 


Wo are peculiarly and emphatically a 


liansas institution. Our prosperity de- 
fends very largely upon tho prosperity ol 
the state, and nil that coutnVules to that 
end will advanco the interests ot this 
company. It has been an axiom with the 
company from the Erst that it should 
increase its mileage IB. Kansas as fast as 
tho development of the country would 
warrant, iiut I am suro that tho people 
ot this state would not bo satisfied to havo 
the Atchison, Topoka & Santa Fe rail- 
road a mere local line.

continue tho association and an attempt 
was made to readjust the percentages.

At these meetings it was urged to con- 


tinue the old association with all its old 
members, its antagonistic interests and 
complications with a division based upon 
previous earnings.

'avenue which has followed it wo are not 
'espoaaible. We did not begin it, nor 
did we follow it promptly, and when wo 
did it was with reluctance and because 
wo found that we should otherwise lose 
ill onr through business. We then de- 
iided it was our best course to demon- 
trato our ability to secure as much or 
moro of the California traffic as wo had 
laimed for our fair proportion.

^Vlcn does old age begin? At forty-five, 


it is said, the amount of combustion which 
keeps the furnace of the liuman Lpdv in 
blast commences to decrease and diminishes 
until three-score j-ears and ten, more or 
less, when the Cres are drawn and the 
flickering flame dies out.

tion was vividly portrayed Uy tho epoak- 
or as was aleo his reformation and the 
inlluecoes which produced it. A high 
tribute was paid to his leinperanco work 
aud its grand results. 


Tbe Rev. Thomas Walker who was an- 


nounced to speak oa tho temperance 
views ot Gough, began by saying that 
Jobn B, Gougb was a Christian and 
whatever ho did tor temperance was 
done as a christiau.. It was all in a spirit 
ot love. Tbo speaker road extracts from 
Goughs book "Platform Echoes" 
in 


which liquor selling was denounced as a
